AN UNPLEASANT CHANGE 


In the December number of 


is an interesting; article on Paris as it now 
is, furnished by balloon post by a contrib- 
utor in the beleaugured city : 


On the 3d of September, 1870, it wa.-< 


not only the grandest city in Europe, but 
the cleanest, the best ventilated, and, in all 
the modern quarters, the best drained. 
It is true that the policeman used to vex 
and torment the resident, native or for- 
eign, but more by his insistence on absurd 
details than anything else; but to tbe vis- 
itor to Paris be wan invaluable; beggars, 
drunkards, dogs and other nuisances tied 
before the cocked-hat and rapier of there 
who are known as "Haussmann's Rufii- 
ano." Yon should see the streets no«r! 


They are deserted, but that is the effect 


of the siege—dirty, which is from the want 
of Haussmannisation; crowded with beg- 
gars of all countries, vagrant musicians, 
cripples by the score, and dogs by the hun- 
dred. 
Then everybody sells everything 


in tbe street*, from portraits of patriots at 
three sons each, to'onions, carrots and 
celery at a franc a bundle. 
Imagine, TO 


old dwellers in Paris, a vegetable f-tail 
spread out on the pavement before Tortc- 
ni's! If poor Baron Hauesraann could 
see his own boulevard as I can this Sun- 
day afternoon, what would he think 1 At 
one vegetable stall .in old woman is cheap- 
ening a cabbage, whkii I have Ksiowu by 
eight and bmcll fur several davs; ttro Mo- 
biles are tossing up for a drink ; and the 
whole street is lined with cheap and ex- 
tremely nasty uiiicatureH. The new police 
go about by threes at a snail's pace, and are 
warned, I imagine, not of any a«count to 
interfere with tbo will, act, or oetd of any 
citizen—at any rate they never do so. 
And then, 0 my visitor, cau you figure 
to yourself Paris without concert* or 
theatres — with no Bois, no Tuih>ri«s 
Gardens (a very dirty artillery-camp occu- 
pies them.) and not even -A chair in the 
Champs Elyneee? Surely there was no 
vice, save perhaps idleness, in those pcu- 
ny-ware seats, aud the Parisians are idle, 
aud capable of silting down to an extent 
that neither precedents nor laws can cure. 
Tue Tuiieriee Gardens and tho Palace 
Royal were beautifully kept; there was 
music for the bonnes to hear, and soldiers 
to look at—in fact, they were the nureery- 
jrardens of Yoong France; they are now as 
nahty as the * square oi Leiceoter.' 


"As for the actual state of. the city aixl 


immediate environs, it wonld bo difficult 
to paint them iu too gloomy colors. Tho 
finest city in Europe is reduced to a dirty, 
desolate, unfinished, neglected town, about 
as gay as Mantua under Auttriau rule; 
theatres closed altogether, cafes at 
when all gas is put out; tbe ' tquarts ' 
turned into pits lor concealing petroleum ; 
the hotel*, hospitals and the Bource a drill 
ground for • lea Amid de la France.' Add 
to this the constant anticipation of (street- 
lighting, and the awkward feeling, more- 
over, of imminent famine."

There are thousands who during the turn- 
met season declare fresh air to be indie- 
pencible to their existence, but wbo a* toon 
as tbe cold weather nets in as carefully ex- 
clude the pure air of heaven from their 
dwelling, and more especially from their 
sleeping apartment?, as though ever} whiff 
of it brought contagion and death Two, 
three, four, and M>metimeit inure perron* 
will nleep in a room of moderate size, from, 
which every ves;ige of pure air Ja ex- 
cluded.

chamber may be pure when its ovcu- 


pantt) enter it, but an hour or two after t£ 
becomes wholly until for healthy i"hala- 
tion. Talk to such persons of th>* dauber 
and they will ridicule you. One of the 
best methods of convincing ench incredu- 
lous people is to have one-jf them step out 
of doors into the pure air, and after inhal- 
ing it for five minutes return to the crowd- 
ed and non-ventilated »leepinfr apartment. 
If tbe vitiated atmosphere that salutes him 
a* he enters does not convince him of hie 
error, tbe only way is tn let him purnue 
bia own foolish course and wa^te bis 
health by inches. If a summer breeze is 
healthful, so is the breath of winter, to a 
man in sound health; and those who would 
have their children etout and vtroog should 
keep their sleeping apattments thoroughly 
ventilated inthe winter as well as in the 
summer season.
